The total for the recent hunting 
season has now reached thirty- 
five, based on the reports pub­ 
lished in newspapers in this state. 
The tentative 
compilation 
indi­ 
cates a possible modern time re­ 
cord for Texas 
The total for 
the previous homing season was 
seventeen. 


The Executive Secretary said 
the apparent r e c o r d hunting 
death toll paralleled perhaps the 
highest number of persons hunt­ 
ing game in Texas. 
"O ur figures on licenses ore 
not complete,” he said, “ but it 
dose .seem that several thousand 
more persons hunted game I a s t 
fall. However, the increase does 
not in any sense compensate for 
the proportionate increase in the 
fatalities which to date have dou­ 
bled the total for the previous 
seaso n .” 
He cited a national survey as 
showing that the general accident 
r hi' has been upward lately and 
that accidents of all 
kinds in­ 
creased 2,900 in the nation last 
year. 
The Executive Secretary said 
one significant phase concerned 
th • participation of many first- 
time hunters in some brackets, 
such as those drawing places in 
the public shoots on wildlife man­ 
agement areas and those sharing 
rn the antlerless deer hurtt-. No 
fatal accidents were reported in 
any of these categories. 
Twenty of the thirty-five gun 
victims involved teen agers, but 
the adult fatality rate increased 
proportionately among the I a s t 
twelve victims reported. Eight of 
these were grown-ups and only 
four were youngsters. Most of the 
fatal wounds to adults were self-
